1 . This application has been examined. 

2. The amendment filed 12/10/07 has been entered. 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The 
amendment 12/10/07 places the application into condition for allowance by amending 
the rejected claim to require that the method is provided in a shop. The prior art comes 
close in some aspects of identifying digital image data. But the independent claims as 
of the most recent amendment now all show the image processing being selected from 
a plurality of possible image reading software choices, based on the identified type or ID 
of the digital camera, by the single interface means provided in a shop for a portable 
digital camera, as well as the preserving and memory features. The features combined 
in the independent claims (8 - system, 15 - method, 18 - system, 21 - system) are not 
set forth in the prior art of record.
